REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: Claims 1-15 are allowed over the prior art of record. 
Current invention teaches a low voltage circuit breaker having a 
first kinematic chain and a second kinematic chain, where in the 
first and the second levers interacting with one another during 
the opening operation and being equipped with blocking devices 
in the event of welding of the contacts together. Above claimed 
structure in combination with the claimed limitations of the 
base claim are neither disclosed nor suggested by the prior art 
of record. Regarding the "second means" Applicant's arguments 
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are persuasive and therefore are incorporated into this Reasons 
in its entirety.
